mer sun might be tempered. Nowhere in 
the United States is shade more gratifying 
than here in Southern California. For cen- 
turies and centuries, in subtropical and semi- 
tropical countries, shade has been held a 
boon. But in the San Fernando Valley, ac 
cording to a Van Nuys correspondent, the 
work of the earlier settlers has been ruth- 
lessly destroyed. Along Chandler Boulevard, 
Van Nuys Boulevard, and Sherman Way, 
deodars, palms and magnolias have been 
destroyed. Some of the deodars have been 
lost through carelessness, when grass fires, 
indolently handied, have injured them irre- 
parably. Some have been destroyed by go 
phers and rodents. But some have been 
hacked down by their owners who, curiously, 
are willing to destroy the trees which add 
value to their property. “There was a time,” 
says Rockwell Smith, a real estate man who 
is fortunately blest with vision, “when the 
boulevards were not only tree-lined but 
roses bloomed along their entire length. The 
rose hedges are fast disappearing and the 
tree-lined boulevards are going also.” Mr. 
Smith is of the opinion that we should have 
a citizens’ committee organized with that 
one object--to protect the trees. One is so 
often angered at the work of subdividers it 
is refreshing to know of one who is keenly 
interested in preserving the beauty in his 
community. More power to him! 


One would further suggest that the gar- 
den clubs might well have a defense commit- 
tee whose business it should be to keep an 
ear to the ground for any menace to existing 
beautiful trees, and to note and mark trees 
of especial distinction that the townfolk may 
come to appreciate them. Trees in front of

Plant Now for Winter 


Sow now campanula and cineraria, pan- 
sies and calceolaria, pentstemon, primula 
and Oriental poppy, Shasta daisy, stocks. 
Now is the time to plant Christmas Flower- 
ing Sweet Peas, but be sure to get the win- 
ter flowering sorts, otherwise you may have 
to wait until spring for the flowers. 

Now is the time to plant in the garden 
the lovely madonna lily, Lilium candidum, 
and the Easter lily, L. Harrissi. These lilies 
are very beautiful when combined with the 


seed by William Mulock, who planted a 
single seed in 1865, securing it from the San 
Gabriel palm on the Purcell place. The 
present owner, son of the William Mulock 
who planted the seed, says that ever since 
he can remember the tree has been bearing 
a goodly crop of nuts, exactly like the ordi- 
nary cocoanut in form, the flesh and milk 
the same, but done in miniature, these nuts 
being only one to one and a half inches in 
diameter. The Mulock family prize them 
greatly as a table dessert. From 75 to 150 
pounds of nuts is the crop of these twin 
palms. The Mulock ranch was originally a 
part of the San Gabriel mission lands, pur- 
chased from Francisco de Sales and Jose 
Dominguez through Senora Pasquale in 1864. 
When Mr. Mulock took possession some of 
the fruit trees remained of the original 
planting, pears and apples and grape vines. 
At present all that is left of the padres’ 
plantings is a pomegranate bush with a 
trunk eighteen inches in diameter, thought 
to be more than a century old. 


Out of Season Transplanting 


A correspondent inquires about (transplant- 
ing a large rose bush now. It has some 
chance of living, but it would be much safer 
if he could wait until November. However, 
in California, most things are possible. If 
you must do it now, Reader, cut the bush 
well back. This will reduce the leaf surface 
and lessen the demand on the root system. 
Have a place dug amply deep and large, so 
that the roots will have no difficulty in reach- 
ing out for nourishment.. Pulverize the soil 
well and add fertilizer, but mix it well in 
with the soil. No fresh manure should ever 
touch roots. Protect the roots carefully 
when moving the plant. Cut smoothly any 
broken roots; they will then heal and new 
roots form without injury. Do not let the 
roots dry out or be exposed to sun or wind. 
When planting, place in position, fill in with 
soil about the roots and when the hole is 
about half filled, run in water. Let it settle, 
then repeat the process, then fill in with 
soil, leaving a loose mulch on top. Protect 
the plant from the sun with a screen of lath 
or burlap for about six weeks, or until] the 
bush shows signs of growth. 


Out-of-season planting is so much prac- 
ticed here in California that our nursery. 
men and landscape gardeners have it as a 
fine art. Only they prepare the shrubs and 
trees and box them at the proper time, give 
‘them the care that the operation of lifting a 
well-grown specimen necessitates. Unless 
there are associations with this particular 
shrub, you would do as well to get a sturdy 
specimen from a good nursery. The 
are it would outstrip the old bush.
